SCP Object Classes 


Safe - class SCPs are anomalies that do not pose a threat to either security or 
human life if left alone, locked up, stored etc. and can be essentially ignored 
without any need for concern. 


Euclid - class SCPs are anomalies that have an air of uncertainty surrounding 
them, as while the majority can be left alone, their containment can’t be 
guaranteed without active guarding and preventative measures. Generally, any 
sentient SCPs are classified as at least Euclid due to the inherent 
unpredictability of an anomaly that can think on its own accord. Additionally, 
most newly discovered SCPs are classed as Euclid initially. 


Keter - class SCPs are anomalies that can and will breach containment if efforts 
to contain it are not being actively implemented. It does not mean that the 
anomaly is dangerous, just that it is difficult or costly to contain. 


Apollyon - class SCPs are anomalies that cannot be contained in any sense of the 
word or, in some cases, cannot be contained without the Foundation’s Veil of 
Secrecy being broken. In most cases, the closest thing that the Foundation can 
get to containment for these anomalies is the isolation of the world, universe, 
or reality that these anomalies inhabit. 


Thaumiel —- class SCPs are anomalies that ae useful to the foundation in some way, 
either by their effects, actions, or practical uses. Most Thaumiel - class SCPs 
are known only to the 05 Council and the personnel that utilise them. 


Neutralised - class SCPs are anomalies that have had their anomalous traits 
removed, or the object itself destroyed, either by accident or intentionally. 
Usually, the Foundation will only neutralise anomalies that are too dangerous to 
warrant the gain of research and study from it. 


Archon - class SCPs are anomalies that the foundation has the capability to 
contain but chooses not to. There are many other specific reasons that the 
Foundation will not contain an anomaly, and these are listed in the Esoteric 
Object Classes section of this document. 


If this confuses you, many Foundation personnel refer to the Box Test to 
understand the different non-esoteric object classes. The test runs like this: 


GI 


you can put it in a box and leave it alone, it is SAFE. 


you can put it in a box and you’re not sure what will happen, it is EUCLID. 
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you can put it in a box and you know it will get out if you don’t do something 
about it, it is KETER. 


Te 


you can’t put it in a box to begin with, it is APOLLYON. 


you could put it in a box but choose not to, it is ARCHON. 


If it no longer needs a box, it is NEUTRALISED. 


If it is the box, it is THAUMIEL. 


Esoteric Classes 


Many anomalies fall outside the purview of standard containment classes. 
Sometimes there is already an Esoteric class that will fit its description, but 
often a new Esoteric class will be created for it. Most of these classes are used 
alongside standard containment classes, for example SCP-066, which has the class 
EBuclid-Impetus. Below is a list of all Esoteric classes recognised by the 
Foundation at the time of writing. 


Aegis - class SCPs are anomalies created to protect the SCP Foundation. 
Aisna - class SCPs may not be anomalies in of themselves but can generate 
additional anomalies through poorly-understood means. 


Antithesis - class SCPs are used to prevent the containment of other anomalies 
or itself. 


Argus - class SCPs are anomalies whose containment falls under the purview of a 
third party. 


Atlas -— class SCPs are anomalies that ensure th xistence of the reality around 
it through non-sapient means and should not be tampered with. 


Belial - class SCPs are anomalies that operate outside the Foundation and are 
contained through cooperative and diplomatic means. 


Binah —- class SCPs can affect the total human consciousness and are only tampered 
with in order to repair damage done by widespread memetic anomalies. 


Cernunnos - class SCPs are anomalies that are not contained due to ethical 
concerns. 


Chesed - class SCPs are anomalies that greatly affect the internal affairs of 
the SCP foundation. 


Chhokmah - class SCPs are anomalies that are entangled with baseline reality in 
some way, and containment of the anomaly would have unknown effects on the 
fundamental rules of this reality. 


Continua - class SCPs are anomalies that have been drastically affected in some 
way by the removal of a certain part of the anomaly. 


Concientia - class SCPs are anomalies that are not contained, but rather the 
general public are coerced into believing that its effects are non-anomalous. 


Damballah - class SCPs are anomalies that are contained, but the means of which 
the were contained is unknown and not recorded. 


Deicidum —- class SCPs are anomalies that are employed by the foundation to subvert 
other anomalous phenomena. This is a subset of Thaumiel - class specifically. 


Dependent - class SCPs are anomalies that are legally dependent on the Foundation. 


Draugr - class SCPs are anomalies that are considered neutralised but still 
emanate some kind of anomalous phenomena. 


Drygioni - class SCPs are anomalies that are under investigation for authenticity 
as anomalous objects. 


Ellipsis - class SCPs are anomalies that are contained through supressing the 
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amount of referral to the anomaly. 


Embla - class SCPs are anomalies that the Foundation uses to purposefully create 
additional anomalous phenomena. 


Endeminis —- class SCPs are anomalies that influence common Foundation practice,

and therefore are managed rather than contained. 


Entos — class SCPs are anomalies contained by their own database files. 


Eparch —- class SCPs are non-anomalous items that relate to the anomalous enough 
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to warrant the designation of an SCP. 


Ether - class SCPs are anomalies that are uncontained, unconfirmed and 
undocumented, but have enough evidence relating to their existence that they have 
been recognised as an SCP. 


Finis -— class SCPs represent th nd of the anomalous, and therefore containment 
itself. 


Flor Galana - class SCPs are anomalies that partially aid the Foundation in 
containing other anomalies and itself but cannot itself be fully contained for 
a multitude of reasons. 


Gevurah - class SCPs endanger the internal structure of the Foundation and 
partially prevent it from carrying out it’s secondary objectives. 


Gleipnir - class SCPs are anomalies that constantly require new methods of 
containment, therefore precluding standard classification. 


Godel - class SCPs are anomalies that are explainable using anomalous science, 
but not by non-anomalous science, and therefore still require containment. 


Hera - class SCPs are anomalies that are extremely hostile but still useful to 
the foundation. 


Hiemal - class SCPs are made up of two or more distinct but related anomalies 
that at least partially keep each other under control. 


Ignosi - class SCPs are anomalies that must not be discovered, even by the 
Foundation. How the heck there are Ignosi - class SCPs in the SCP Foundation 
database to begin with is unknown. 


Integrated - class SCPs are anomalies that were subject to the Integration 
Program, which aimed to assign anomalies to Foundation roles in a stress - free 
environment. 

Khonsu —- class SCPs are anomalies that are expected to become neutralised soon 


due to uncontrollable circumstances, making research a high priority. 


Kusum- class SCPs are anomalies that have had their containment efforts 
essentially abandoned. 


Maksur — class SCPs are anomalies that have been separated into multiple anomalous 
parts that must be kept separate. 


Nagi - class SCPs are anomalies that no longer show anomalous traits but are 
still kept under their original Special Containment Procedures under the 
expectance that their anomalous traits will return. 


Necropsar - class SCPs are anomalies that have no reliable evidence supporting 
their existence in the standard Human History Process (H-001) but can be confirmed 
to potentially exist through observations made by the Department of Historical 
Observation and Planning regarding other Human History Processes and hidden signs 
currently in H-001. In short, anomalies that used to exist and have had their 
description passed down without written record. 


Netzach - class SCPs are anomalies that are considered anomalous simply through 
their likelihood of existing. 


Pagnum —- class SCPs are anomalies that can effectively contain themselves but 
require outside aid to do so. 


Pantokrator -— class SCPs are anomalies that are simply too large for containment 
to be realistically possible. 


Petrus — class SCPs are anomalies that are not confirmed to exist, but are deemed 
so potentially hazardous that they are treated as existing items as a precaution. 


Pudictia - class SCPs are anomalies that have been negatively affected by 
Foundation involvement and are receiving aid from the Foundation as compensation. 


Radix - class SCPs are anomalies that have been integrated into the SCP 
Foundation’s command structure. 


Rigoletto - class SCPs are anomalies whose containment difficulty relies heavily 
on an individual’s personal opinion. 


Simpatico -— class SCPs are anomalies that are inherently and wildly unpredictable 
in nature but pose no threat. 


Skoll - class SCPs are anomalies that currently are or at some point will undergo 
a process that will lead to the anomaly’s indefinite breach of containment, 
neutralization, or both. 


Spiritual - class SCPs are anomalies that transcend multiple realities, and 
therefore are contained from a separate reality from those that they reside in. 


Symbolic - class SCPs are anomalies that are contained purely figuratively. 


Terminal - class SCPs are anomalies that incorporate the human consciousness 
after death. Box test definition: if it dies, and still needs a box, it’s Terminal 
= Glass:. 


Tiamat — class SCPs are anomalies that pose an immediate threat to the human race 
but can be “contained” through open warfare or other operations that would lift 
the Veil of Secrecy. 


Ticonderoga - class SCPs cannot, and do not need to be, contained. 


Zurvan — class SCPs are anomalous realities. Simple as that. Box test definition: 
if the box, everything in and around the box, and the space the box resides in, 
are all anomalous, it is Zurvan. 


Sub-classes 


Unlike Esoteric anomalies, sub-classes are only used alongside standard 
definitions and never as standalone descriptions for anomalies. Below is a list 
of all standard sub-classes at the time of writing. 


Adviso: Object class changes too often to be a coincidence. 

Alterius: Anomaly is sentient and not native to earth. 

Celaris: Anomaly should probably not be talked to. 

Dormi: Object is in a dormant state and might be in a not so dormant state soon. 


Excequi: Anomaly has gained the ability of independent action while in 
containment. 


Flecto: Anomaly has gained unexpected functions of biological origin while in 
containment. 


Impetus: Anomaly has grown hostile while in containment. 
Nuntii: Anomaly has gained memetic capabilities while in containment. 
Numen: Anomaly is related to a deity. 


Provisi: Anomaly is not yet understood enough to be given a concrete description 
and object class. 


Supernus: Anomaly is either too far away in space to contain or too far away in 
space to worry about. 


Truculent: Anomaly is unpredictable and Special Containment Procedures must be 
constantly rewritten to adapt to the anomaly. 


Ubique: The effects of the anomaly are too widespread to be actively contained 
without breaking the Veil of Secrecy.
